New Military 
Man to Direct 
Pacification

WASHINGTON (AP) - Top 


American officials are counting 
on new U.S. military direction 
to get the important pacification 
program 
moving in Vietnam 


and to prod the South Vietnam- 
ese into doing more. 


President Johnson and Secre- 


tary of Defense Robert S. Me- 
Namara discussed Thursday the 
recent shift of the U.S. part of 
the pacification effort from ci- 
vilian to military control. 


"We believe that in that way 


we will get more efficient work 
in pacification from the South 
Vietnamese themselves," John- 
son told a White House news 
conference. 


At a Pentagon news confer- 


ence earlier, McNamara said 
pacification progress "has been 
very slow indeed." 


With the recent change in con- 


trol, McNamara said, "I am 
hopeful that the next six months 
will see more improvement than 
has been evident in the past six 
months." 


The defense secretary said 


chief responsibility for bringing 
peace to the Vietnamese coun- 
tryside and providing security 
to peasants must be assigned to 
the South Vietnamese. 


The Vietnamese want it that 


way, McNamara said, and rec- 
ognize it is their responsibility 
- "that they are best qualified 
to carry itout." 


McNamara said Prime Minis- 


ter Nguyen Cao Ky has assigned 
roughly half his South Vietnam- 
ese regular army's 150 battal- 
ions to pacification.

Shlnkle, 55, was responsible for 
over-all planning of the Kenne- 
dy Space Center's efforts in the 
man-to-the-moon 
program— i. 


task which is not now as de- 
manding as it has been in re- 
cent months. 


Observers noted that plans for 


the Apollo program are fairly 
well along and suggested that 
emphasis in the future will turn 
to putting these plans Into oper- 
ation.

There is, h o w e v e r , no 


indication that 
insecticides

Such accidents can be pre-. 


vented by studying the direc- 
tions on the insecticide pack-: 
age or container. Never trans- 
fer any part of the contents to 
another container. Don't re-: 
move the label from the origi- 
nal package. Store the chem- 
ical and equipment in a locked 
cupboard or room and keep 
them away from pets and 
children. When the container 
is empty, either destroy it or 
wash it out thoroughly—many 
children have been poisoned 
by playing with a discarded 
container. Never stand in the 
path of.an insecticide spray— 
if the wind changes get out 
of the way fast. Don t walk 
through areas that have been 
freshly dusted or sprayed. 


Don't smoke while dusting 


because s o m e 
insecticide 


dusts are inflammable. Wash 
thoroughly and at once any 
skin area on which the chem- 
ical has been spilled. Cover or 
remove bird baths, fish pools 
and pets' food dishes in or 
near an area to be sprayed. 
If an accident occurs follow 
the instructions on the orginal 
package and, when in doubt, 
call your doctor. 


No one can seriously ad- 


vocate abandoning the use of 
modern insecticides but they 
must be handled with respect.

Over the years Alex. H. Washburn, editor and pub- 


lisher of The Star, has accumulated a library of 5,000 
color pictures, none of them published anywhere— but 
they will appear regularly in The Star as The Color 
Snow. 


This first one tells the story of a White River float 


trip L. Carter Johnson, Hope traffic consultant, and 
the editor took in August 1965. Headquartered at the 
Town & Country motel in Mountain Home they began 
their river trip at nearby Cotter and wound up the 
day's run at Buffalo City. 


Today's pictures are significant because 
they rep- 


resent two "firsts" In The Star's color program: They 
are our first publication of Kodachrome, the top color 
film; and our first 35mm. production. For production 
purposes the six small pictures were grouped and 
shot as one on a set of four 16 x 20 separation neg- 
atives, from which the press plates were prepared. 


Here is the picture story: 
TOP- Dock of the Hurst Fishing Service at Cotter 


where the float started, and, at right, L. Carter John- 
son angling for a rainbow trout (of which we finally 
caught 12), with Bob Hurst, our guide, in background. 


MIDDLE- Our catch is laid out on the seat of the 


boat for a picture; at right, one of the many rapids you 
shoot through on the way from Cotter to Buffalo City. 


BOTTOM- Left shot shows the limestone walls ris- 


ing to make a canyon of White River as It accroaches 
Buffalo City; and at the right our terminal at Buffalo 
City, population Zero, where our boat was beached, 
put on a truck and hauled back uprlver to Cotter. 


Washburn shot the Kodachromes with a German Con- 


tax 35mm, camera, and made the production negatives 
on The Star's Berkey color separator, second of the 
Norwegian • developed Berkey machines bought by an 
American newspaper.
